Rapport du President 


Lors de son ouverture en 1993, le « nouveau » Musée 
était largement tributaire de l’appui du gouvernment. En 
effet, plus de 70 p. cent de ses revenus de fonctionnement 
annuels provenaient du secteur public. Depuis, l’institution 
a affirmé son autonomie financiére. Les subventions gou- 
vernementales ne représentent plus que quelque 50 p. cent 
des revenus de fonctionnement du Musée et ses revenus 
autonomes sont passés de 5 millions 4 quelque 10 millions 
de dollars. Outre son apport capital au tourisme culturel, 
nous avons démontré la capacité du Musée d’accueillir des 
expositions de grande envergure, de générer des revenus 
autonomes et de stimuler l’économie aux paliers municipal, 
provincial et national. 

Si le Musée doit intensifier ses efforts pour accroitre 
ses capacités d’autofinancement, il est essentiel qu’il puisse 
continuer a bénéficier d’un appui soutenu des divers paliers 
de gouvernement. Le gouvernement de |’Ontario a reconnu 
limportance de sauvegarder l’institution, et je m’en réjouis. 
Une étroite collaboration entre le Musée et la province 
permettra aux générations futures de bénéficier d’une 
ressource culturelle exceptionnelle. 

Grace a la seule générosité des donateurs plus de 20 000 
ceuvres sont venues enrichir la collection du Musée au cours 
des 96 années de son histoire. Cette année, dons et fonds 
d’acquisition ont permis d’ajouter 470 ceuvres a la col- 
lection. De ces dons, un en particulier s’impose en exemple. 
Le Musée a regu de Joey et Toby Tanenbaum, dont la 
générosité n’est plus a démontrer, 16 chefs-d’ceuvre de la 
peinture frangaise, italienne, espagnole, flamande et néer- 
landaise de la fin du XV*° au début du XVIII siécles. 

La collection s’est également enrichie de deux impor- 
tants dons d’ceuvres de l’artiste canadien Paterson Ewen. 
Le Musée a regu de I’artiste méme 11 ceuvres documentant 
les grandes étapes de sa carriére, et d’un donateur ano- 
nyme, 28 ceuvres attestant son traitement des phénomeénes 
naturels. Grace a ces dons, le Musée des beaux-arts de 
Ontario deviendra le premier centre d’étude de l’ceuvre de 
Paterson Ewen. 

Cette année le Musée rend hommage au Comité des 
bénévoles qui célébre son 5O0e anniversaire. Grace a sa géné- 
rosité plus de 230 ceuvres d’art sont venues enrichir la 
collection du Musée. Dans le cadre de son anniversaire, 
le Comité a fait acquisition de 18 ceuvres maitresses de 


Betty Goodwin. Cette remarquable acquisition réitére 


engagement du Musée vis-a-vis la création de collections 
d’ceuvres d’artistes canadiens connus. A l’inestimable con- 
tribution du Comité a presque toutes les sphéres d’activité 
du Musée, s’ajoute un appui financier remarquable. J’ai 
trouvé beaucoup de plaisir a travailler avec les bénévoles 
et je leur adresse mes remerciements chaleureux. Leur 
travail est indispensable au succés du Musée. 

Au cours des trois derniéres années, le Musée s’est 
distingué par son dynamisme et son audace.

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President's Report 


When the “New AGO” opened in 1993, it depended 
heavily on government support, with over 70 percent of 
its annual operating revenues coming from public sector 
funds. Since then, the Gallery has achieved a greater degree 
of self-sufficiency. Government operating support now repre- 
sents approximately half of the Gallery’s total operating 
revenues, and our self-generated revenues have doubled, 
from $5 million to close to $10 million. We have proven 
that the Art Gallery of Ontario plays a major role in cul- 
tural tourism, that we can attract blockbuster exhibitions, 
and that we can generate revenues and stimulate the econ- 
omy at municipal, provincial and national levels. 

While we will increase our efforts toward self-gener- 
ated revenues, our sustained partnership with all levels of 
government will be critical to safeguarding the Gallery as 
a unique cultural resource. I am encouraged by the provin- 
cial government’s acknowledgement of the importance of 
preserving this institution. We look forward to working 
with the province to ensure that future generations will be 
able to enjoy the Art Gallery of Ontario. 

The Gallery’s collection, which comprises more than 
20,000 works of art, was built over the institution’s 96- 
year history through the philanthropy of private citizens. 
This past year, 470 works were added to the collection 
through gifts or donated acquisition funds. The year’s high- 
light was an unprecedented gift of 16 European Old 
Master paintings from two of our most generous bene- 
factors, Joey and Toby Tanenbaum. This gift, which con- 
siderably strengthens our holdings of late 15th- to early 
18th-century works, includes outstanding examples of 
French, Italian, Spanish, Flemish and Dutch works. 

The Art Gallery of Ontario also received two major 
gifts of works by Canadian artist Paterson Ewen. Eleven 
works, donated by the artist himself, document significant 
periods in his career, while the 28 works, given by an 
anonymous donor, include key representations of Ewen’s 
landscape imagery. These gifts will enable the Art Gallery 
of Ontario to become the premier study centre for 
Paterson Ewen’s work. 

The collection also reflects the generosity of our 
Volunteer Committee, which, in its history, has acquired 
more than 230 works for the Gallery. The Committee’s 
most recent gesture was the purchase of 18 significant 


works by Betty Goodwin. This acquisition reinforces the 


Gallery’s commitment to build core collections of works 
by senior Canadian artists. I would like to pay special trib- 
ute to our Volunteer Committee as it celebrates its fiftieth 
anniversary this year. In addition to enhancing nearly every 
aspect of Gallery activities, the Volunteer Committee also 
provides signficant financial support to the Gallery. It has 
been a great pleasure for me to work with the volunteers 
and my personal thanks go to all of them. They are an 
invaluable resource to this institution. 

Over the past three years the Gallery has become a 
strong, progressive institution. However, in these challeng- 
ing times, we need to continue to embrace change in order 
to survive. The Gallery is indeed fortunate to have as its 
new director Dr. Maxwell L. Anderson. Formerly the 
director of the Michael C. Carlos Museum in Atlanta, 
Dr. Anderson is an acknowledged museum leader in the 
field of information technology. Within three weeks of his 
arrival in September 1995, Dr. Anderson was confront- 
ed by a financial crisis brought on by reductions in our 
provincial funding, to which he responded swiftly and 
creatively. I am very pleased that the Gallery is under his 
leadership — his ability to plan beyond the framework of 
traditional museum operations will provide critical direc- 
tion to the Gallery in the years to come. 

With the institution’s focus on increasing revenues 
from the private sector, the responsibilities of the posi- 
tion of president have grown dramatically. Following the 
example set by a number of North American cultural 
institutions, we have decided to split the executive board 
responsibility into two positions, those of president and 
chair. I am grateful to Eric Jackman, president designate, 
and Joey Tanenbaum, chair designate, for accepting these 
roles, and I pass on my best wishes to them for the con- 
tinued success of this remarkable institution. 

In conclusion, I would like to express my appreciation 
to the dedicated and creative staff members, who make the 
Gallery such an outstanding organization. My thanks also 
go to our trustees, who continue to provide a unique and 
significant contribution to every facet of the Gallery’s oper- 
ation. My sincere gratitude goes out to each individual 


connected with this institution - we all share in its success. 
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Rapport du Directeur 


Ma premiére année a titre de directeur du Musée des 
beaux-arts de |’Ontario s’est déroulée sous le signe de |’en- 
jeu. Au cours de l’année, le Musée a relevé de nombreux 
défis et s’en trouve d’autant plus fort, plus dynamique. 

En 1995-1996, nous avons eu a composer avec une 
dure réalité — la réduction de la subvention de fonctionne- 
ment annuelle du gouvernement provincial. Le Musée a 
réagi rapidement : rationalisation des activités, écrasement 
des niveaux hiérarchiques et suppression ou réduction de 
certains services. Mesures radicales sans lesquelles le Musée 
n’aurait pu continuer a offrir au public une gamme supé- 
rieure d’activités éducatives et culturelles. Le Musée 
demeure tributaire de l’appui du gouvernement de I|’Ontario, 
c’est indéniable. Cependant, il doit veiller 4 accroitre son 
autonomie financiére en resserrant ses liens avec le secteur 
privé. Conséquemment, le Musée s’emploie a rentabiliser 
ses programmes et a restructurer l’accés a ses ressources 
afin de permettre a un public élargi de se familiariser avec 
ses collections et services. 

Le Musée a maintenant son propre site Web — forum 
d’information sur ses collections, expositions et pro- 
grammes, et sur les services éducatifs et consultatifs offerts 
en direct. Le graphisme tridimensionnel et la transmission 
en temps réel contribueront, nous l’espérons, a retenir 
Pintérét d’un vaste public. Le Musée a entrepris l’intégra- 
tion de la technologie interactive 4a sa programmation dans 
le cadre du projet Reading Pictures. Dix auteurs canadiens 
ont été invités a réagir a des ceuvres de la collection d’art 
canadien ancien. Leurs interventions ont été enregistrées 
sur le systeme INFORM — audioguide a acces séléctif offrant 
aux visiteurs la possibilité d’organiser leur propre parcours. 

Le Projet OH!Canada a sans doute été |’événement 
marquant de l’année. Articulé autour de L’émergence d’un 
art national exposition organisée par le Musée des beaux- 
arts du Canada, le Projet explorait le rdle des notions de 
nation, d’identité culturelle et d’environnement dans la 
définition du caractére canadien. II était accompagné d’un 
programme complet de causeries, de visites commentées, 
de films, de conférences et de spectacles. Six groupes com- 
munautaires et six établissements scolaires ont été invités 
a réaliser des installations s’articulant autour des themes 
explorés par le Groupe des Sept. Les visiteurs étaient en- 
couragés 4 communiquer leurs impressions — site Web du 


Musée, télécopieur ou tribune Bravo! Nous sommes recon- 


naissants 4 AT&T Canada, le commanditaire du Projet 
OH!Canada. II s’agit de la troisiéme collaboration entre le 
Musée et AT&T Canada en autant d’années. 

Cette année encore, le Musée a privilégié les pro- 
grammes encourageant de nouvelles fagons de voir et de 
penser |’art. Conteurs, poétes et comédiens ont été mis 
a contribution dans le cadre de la série « New Ways of 
Looking at Art » qui favorise une approche plus person- 
nelle a l’appréciation de l’art. La participation d’inter- 
venants de divers secteurs de la société a permis d’aborder 
la collection, les expositions temporaires et les questions 
d’actualité sous des persectives différentes. Par exemple, 
atelier « Spirals ‘n Spits » auquel ont participé artistes et 
architectes paysagers dans le cadre de I’exposition Robert 
Smithson. Le nouvel accrochage des salles consacrées a 
art du 20® siécle, se veut le reflet de cette approche.

Soulignons l’apport de Goldman Sachs 
Canada, commanditaire des expositions Constable, Turner 
et Gainsborough, et de MDC Corporation, commanditaire 
de la Rétrospective Barbara Hepworth.

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Director's Report 


My first year as director of the Art Gallery of Ontario has 
been one of change. Throughout the year the Gallery has 
responded to a number of challenges and, as a result, has 
emerged as a stronger, more focused institution. 

One of the Gallery’s most daunting tasks in 1995/96 
was to respond to cutbacks in its annual funding from the 
provincial government. The Gallery swiftly streamlined its 
operation, delayered its management and reduced or elim- 
inated certain services. Although these steps were painful, 
we were determined to continue providing relevant educa- 
tional and cultural opportunities to the public. While our 
continued partnership with the province is essential to 
our survival, we must achieve a greater degree of financial 
autonomy by strengthening our support from the private 
sector. As a result, our programs will become more cost 
effective, and access to our resources will be restructured 
to enable provincial, national and global audiences to 
make use of our collections and services. 

The Gallery has launched its own Web site, through 
which we are able to disseminate information about works 
in our collection, exhibitions and programs, and on-line 
educational and consulting services. We are also commit- 
ted to three-dimensional graphics and live transmissions 
in order to attract and retain broad public interest in our 
technological innovations. 

The Gallery began to integrate interactive technology 
into its programming with the use of digital audio tours for 
Reading Pictures. Ten authors were invited to compose a 
response to selected works of art in our Canadian histori- 
cal galleries. Readings by the authors were then recorded 
on the “Inform” digital audio device, allowing visitors to 
customize their own tours of Reading Pictures. 

The OH!Canada Project was the Gallery’s major event 
for 1995/96. Featuring the magnificent Group of Seven 
retrospective Art for a Nation, organized by the National 
Gallery of Canada, the project explored the roles of nation- 
hood, cultural identity and the environment in how we 
define ourselves as Canadians. The OH!Canada Workshop 
allowed visitors to express their views via the Gallery’s 
Web site, via fax or through the Bravo! Speakers Corner. 
Artistic creations by six community-based groups and six 
local schools provided a contemporary context to the issues 
explored by the Group of Seven. Talks, tours, films, sym- 


posia and performances in music, dance and comedy com- 


plemented the project throughout its twelve-week run. 
Our sincere thanks go to AT&T Canada for sponsoring 
The OH! Canada Project, which marks the third collabora- 
tion between AT&T Canada and the Gallery in the past 
three years. 

Throughout the year our programming looked at 
new ways to connect with its diverse audiences. The series 
“New Ways of Looking at Art” involved a more personal 
approach to art appreciation, with storytellers, poets and 
comedians exploring works in the galleries. A wide range 
of speakers offered new perspectives on our collection, 
special exhibitions, and current issues; for example, the 
Spirals ’n Spits workshop presented at the Leslie Street Spit 
with artists and landscape architects, was presented in con- 
junction with the exhibition Robert Smithson: Operations 
on Nature. Our new approach to programming is also 
reflected in the recent reinstallation of the 20th-century 
galleries, which create provocative historical and contem- 
porary contexts for the collection. 

Many of our exhibitions and programs would not 
have been possible without support from the private sec- 
tor. Of particular note are Goldman Sachs Canada, which 
sponsored the Constable, Turner and Gainsborough exhi- 
bitions, and MDC Corporation, which sponsored Barbara 
Hepworth: A Retrospective. Private sector support also took 
some innovative forms this year: Sprint Canada recently 
announced its sponsorship of our free Wednesday evenings, 
and Jennifer and Morey Chaplick established the first 
library fund for contemporary art in a Canadian museum. 
These new partnerships, together with our more tradition- 
al corporate support, will be instrumental in sustaining 
future Gallery programs. 

I would like to thank the staff, volunteers and trus- 
tees for their consistent professionalism during a year that 
included both exciting and dispiriting moments. In partic- 
ular, my appreciation goes to Joe Rotman, who completes 
his third and final year as president of the Art Gallery of 
Ontario. His wisdom and guidance were critical during my 
first months as director. I look forward to working under 
the leadership of our new president, Eric Jackman, and our 


new chair, Joey Tanenbaum. 
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Acquisitions 


The collection of the Art Gallery of Ontario grows each 
year. Through the expertise of curators, and with the sup- 
port of collecting committees in Canadian, European and 
contemporary art, works are scrutinized, researched and 
presented as additions to our existing collection of more 
than 20,000 works in all media. No single work is consid- 
ered without concern for the context in which it will be 
seen. In the written report that supports each acquisition, 
curators argue for the relationship of a work of art, or a 
collection of works, to the overall shape and texture of the 
existing collection. In the belief that works of art are 
acquired by the Gallery for both display and research, we 
are committed to building in considerable depth our hold- 
ings in key areas, and moving symbolically, though drama- 
tically, to reinforce previously weak areas of our holdings. 
In many ways, the building of a collection is much like 
creating a narrative: as curators we consider the relation- 
ship of one “chapter” to another, and reflect upon the links 
between apparently disparate parts. Embedded within our 
collections are the many stories of art that we strive to 
tell. At a time when our purchase funds are restrained, it 
is with gratitude that we acknowledge that much of the 
list that follows mirrors the generosity of our donors. Key 
gifts have strengthened all of our collecting areas, and all 
of the works listed below have found a true and vibrant 
place in our collection. For many years to come, each will 
challenge us and allow us to learn about the imagination 


of others.

The OH!Canada Project 

From February to May 1996, programming focused on The OH!Canada Project, the 
Gallery’s first interactive, multimedia exhibition. Programs explored the diversity of 
Canadian culture and identity through live performances, panel discussions, comedy 
nights, family activities, an interactive workshop, films and many other special events. 

The OH!Canada Workshop invited visitors to participate in a dialogue on the nature 
of Canada today, by writing, drawing, or speaking their mind at Bravo! Speakers Corner, 
or expressing their views via fax and the Internet. Six local community-based arts groups 
were asked to present in the workshop their ideas and concerns to the concepts of nature 
and national identity. Participating groups included Art Starts, The Hammer Collective, 
The Jones Avenue Adult New Canadian Centre, Latino Crew, Lok Tok Art Studio and 
The Woodland Cultural Centre (Gei ni yo gwé dage). The project also invited six schools 
to participate on issues of identity and environment, which resulted in displays in the 
OH!Canada Workshop as well as exhibits and activities in the schools’ neighbourhoods. 
Participating schools were Clinton Street Public School, Brother André Catholic School, 
Seneca College, School of Liberal Studies, Oakville Trafalgar High School, Alexander 
Muir Gladstone Public School and Downtown Alternative School, and Parkdale 
Collegiate Institute. 

A special discussion series entitled “A 90s Group of Seven reflects on Nature, Nation 
and Narration” featured discussions with seven artists, curators and cultural commenta- 
tors on questions of identity, nation and place and their relevance to Canadian culture. 
Panel discussions included such topics as “Globoculture,” “Quebec: The New Nation 
from Within,” “NO Canada: Is There No English Canadian Culture?,” “What the Group 
of Seven did Not See,” “A Sense of Place in Contemporary Canadian Art” and “The 


” 


Hip/Hop Canadian Nation.” The series was co-sponsored by University College’s 
Canadian Studies Program at University of Toronto. 

The Algonquin Base Camp, a large new activity station installed in the Off the Wall! 
in the Dr. Mariano Elia Hands On Centre, featured a log cabin in the woods, complete 
with a dock and canoes, an Emily Carr forest and a Franklin Carmichael lake scene. From 
this setting children could embark on sketching adventures like members of the Group of 
Seven. Other hands-on activities throughout the Gallery included the OH!Canada 
Quilting Project and Nelvana animation demonstrations. 

The OH!Canada Project provided a perfect opportunity for the Gallery to deliver 
school group programming that examined our relationship to the land and our Canadian 
identity. Over 600 teachers participated in workshops in preparation for bringing their 
students to the Gallery for the OH!Canada school group program. 

The music component of The OH!Canada Project ranged from classical to klezmer. 
Featured guests were Sylvia Tyson and Quartette, jackSoul, The Thomas Handy Trio, 
New Music Concerts, Carl Strygg, Shirley Eikhard, Daisy DeBolt, George Koller, Ernie 
Tollar, The Royal Conservatory of Music, The Rheostatics, Shingoose, Jani Lauzon, 
Loretto Reid, Brian Taheny, Anne Lederman, Martin van de Ven and others. 

The Gallery also learned to “Lighten Up!” with a variety of comic performances — 
Kenny Robinson and the Nubian Disciples All Black Comedy Review, The Second City, 
the Laugh Resort, Yuk Yuk’s and The Chumps. 


The Gallery and its film programming partner, Cinematheque Ontario, invited visual 
artists, video artists, filmmakers and film and video programmers to select some of their 
favourite Canadian independent films and tapes as part of The Independents, an ongoing 
program of independent film and video, screened weekly in the Henry White Kinnear 


Education Theatre. 


Talks/Tours/Workshops 

The Gallery continued this year to experiment with interactive and experience-based 
programs. The series “New Ways of Looking at Art” involved a more personal and imag- 
inative approach to interpretation, with storytellers, poets, comedians and creativity 
specialists engaging audiences to explore works in the contemporary collection. 

In conjunction with the Robert Smithson exhibition, workshops entitled “Spirals ‘n 
Spits” were presented at the Leslie Street Spit with artists and landscape architects. Other 
engaging talks by artists, writers, photographers, critics and cultural commentators offered 
different perspectives on special exhibitions, current issues or the Gallery’s collection. 

Tours of both the Gallery’s collection and special exhibitions are provided on a daily 
basis by Gallery-trained docents. Topics ranged from “Images of Women” to “OH!Henry 
(Moore)” and are offered in English, French and Cantonese. Visits are also customized in 
response to special needs. The popular VIP Tour was launched with The OH!Canada 
Project, tailored for a maximum of four people. “Ask Me” guides, stationed regularly in 
the contemporary galleries, respond to questions and informally discuss contemporary art 
with visitors. The Gallery also offers programs for adult learners of English as a Second 
Language, which are designed to stimulate interest in our collections while giving adult 


students the opportunity to develop their English-speaking skills. 


Community Projects 

The Gallery’s community projects aim to foster ongoing collaborations with artists, 
educational and cultural institutions, community organizations and the viewing public. 
Highlights in 1995/96 included an “Art and Environment” evening organized by York 
University’s Faculties of Fine Arts, Environment and Education in conjunction with 
The OH!Canada Project; workshops and an exhibition by Ryerson photography students 


in conjunction with Magicians of Light; and a “cook-up” by professional and amateur 


Opening of Reading Pictures 
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performances by Artstarts, a neighbourhood community storefront organization. 

A number of installations by community organizations were presented throughout the 
year, including Crayola “Dream-Makers,” an exhibition of children’s art from eastern 
Canada and northeastern United States; a sample of videotapes produced by video classes 
in the Anne Tanenbaum Gallery School; and a display of children’s art reflecting works by 
the Group of Seven featured on Canada Post’s Canada Day commemorative stamp issue. 

The Gallery presented the second annual exhibition Paper Prayers, following its suc- 
cessful launch in 1994. This collaborative project between the Gallery and the AIDS 
Committee of Toronto involved a floor to ceiling display of paper prayers submitted by 
artists and members of the community at large. The program at the Gallery was comple- 
mented this year with “prayers” performed by Toronto musicians in exchange for dona- 
tions to AIDS charities, and calligraphy demonstrations by the National Association of 


Japanese Canadians. 


Lectures/Dialogues/Symposia 

An integrated and challenging program of lectures, dialogues and symposia focused on 
broadening audiences and developing collaborative partnerships. Of particular note was 
the Gallery’s participation with Harbourfront Centre’s current affairs discussion series 


Pb) 


“UpFront: The Community Speaks,” in which two programs explored self-censorship 
and sports, and art and identity. Other programming collaborations included the Asian 
Heritage Month Group, the University of Toronto School of Landscape Architecture 
and the Ontario Association of Landscape Architecture. This year also saw the launch 
of Canadian Art/AGO: International Lecture Series, presented by the Canadian Art 


Foundation and the Gallery to explore current critical and artistic practices. 


Off the Wall! - Dr. Mariano Elia Hands On Centre 

The interactive Off the Wall! program provides visitors of all ages with over ten different 
activities and environments for creative play and exploration in art. In 1995/96 the 
centre bustled with over 20,000 adults and children who built, puzzled, dressed up, imag- 
ined and created. The primary school group program My First Visit attracted over 4,000 


children from elementary schools and daycares. 


Family Programming 
The 1995/96 season of Family Sundays was a roaring success. Thousands of parents and 
children painted, sculpted, printed and sketched in the Sunday Studio; played in Off the 
Wall!; built wooden sculptures in the galleries; sketched and learned about works in our 
collection with artists; embarked on storytelling and poetry trails through the galleries; 
and enjoyed classical, contemporary, jazz and children’s music and dance. 

In addition to weekly family programs, the Gallery offered two weeks of art fun dur- 
ing March Break: a textile art workshop in which everyone participated in making a 150- 
foot quilt, animation workshops with animators from Nelvana, puppet shows, children’s 
musicians, dance, painting and sculpting in the Anne Tanenbaum Gallery School and 


interactive art adventures in Off the Wall!

Financial Statements 


Management Responsibilities 


The Board of Trustees, which is responsible for, among other things, the financial statements of the Art Gallery 
of Ontario (the “Gallery”), delegates to management the responsibility of the financial statements. Responsibility 
for their review is that of the Audit Committee. Each year the Trustees of the Gallery appoint independent 
auditors to examine and report directly to them on the financial statements. The financial statements were pre- 
pared by management in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles, which were consistently 
applied. Management maintains a system of internal accounting controls to ensure that transactions are accu- 
rately recorded on a timely basis, are properly approved and result in reliable financial statements. There are 
limits inherent in all systems based on the recognition that the cost of such systems should not exceed the ben- 
efits to be derived. Management believes its system provides the appropriate balance in this respect. 


The Gallery's Audit Committee is appointed by the Board of Trustees annually and comprises several non-man- 
agement individuals. The committee meets with management and with the independent auditors (who have free 
access to the Audit Committee) to satisfy itself that each group is properly discharging its responsibilities and 

to review the financial statements and the independent auditors’ report. The Audit Committee reports its findings 
to the Board of Trustees for its consideration in approving the financial statements for issuance to the Members 
of the Gallery.

1. Summary of significant accounting policies 


The Art Gallery of Ontario (the “Gallery”) is an unscheduled transfer pay- 
ment recipient of the Minsitry of Citizenship, Culture and Recreation of 
the Province of Ontario by virtue of the Art Gallery of Ontario Act 1966. 


The financial statements of the Gallery have been prepared on a going 
concern basis in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles 
consistently applied. The significant accounting policies are summarized 
below: 


(a) Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the Gallery are maintained in accordance with the princi- 
ples of fund accounting by which resources for various purposes are 
classified for accounting and reporting purposes into funds that are in 
accordance with the direction issued by the Board of Trustees. Transfers 
between the funds are made when approved by the Executive Committee. 
For financial reporting purposes, there are two groups of funds: 


(i) The general funds include the day-to-day transactions of the 
Gallery's Operating Fund, Dining Services and Gallery Shop. In 1993, 
the Volunteer Committee and the Gallery formed the Gallery Shop on 
the basis of a joint venture to operate all retail activities. All profits 
and losses are shared equally by the partners. 


(ii) The capital funds comprise funds which are not available to 

meet operating expenditures. The Acquisition Fund is primarily for 
the purchase of art and includes, at a nominal value of one thousand 
dollars, the Gallery's collection of works of art which has been donat- 
ed to the Gallery or purchased by it. The Volunteer Activities Fund 

is operated by the Volunteer Committee. The Building Fund includes 
amounts that are designated to finance expansion and major 
repairs to the Gallery’s facilities, including the Stage Ill Expansion. 


(b) Basis of Statement of Financial Activities 


The statement of financial activities shows the funds received by, dis- 
bursed by or transferred between the various Gallery funds in the current 
reporting year using the accrual basis of accounting. 


(c) Marketable Securities 
Marketable securities are carried at market value. 
(d) Inventory 


Inventories of goods held for resale are valued at the lower of cost and 
net realizable value. 


(e) Works of Art 


In conformity with accounting policies generally followed by art muse- 
ums, the value of works of art has been excluded from the balance 
sheet except for a nominal value of one thousand dollars. The value of 
art acquired by gift during the year is included in the statement of 
financial activities as revenue at appraised value as determined by inde- 
pendent appraisers. Purchased art is included in the statement of financial 
activities at cost and, together with gifted art acquired during the year, 
shown as accession of art for collection. 


(f) Fixed Assets 


Fixed assets are accounted for as expenditures in the period they are 
acquired except for a nominal amount of one thousand dollars included 
in the balance sheet. Accordingly, no depreciation is recorded in the 
accounts. 


(g) Grants, Donation and Bequests 


Grants, donations and bequests are included in the statement of financial 
activities in the year received or receivable, except where the revenues 
are directed to a specific activity by the donor. 


Funds for designated programs received prior to the year in which 
the program is to be carried out are recorded in the balance sheet as 
deferred revenue. 


(h) Pledges 


Pledges are not recorded as revenue until the pledged donations are 
received by the Gallery. 


(i) Donated Services 


The value of volunteer and other services donated to the Gallery is not 
recorded in the financial statements. 


(j) Membership Fees 


Annual membership fees are included in operating revenue as received. 


2. The Art Gallery of Ontario Foundation 


The Art Gallery of Ontario Foundation [the “Foundation”] is incorporated 
under the laws of Ontario as a separate corporation without share capital 
and receives and manages the general endowment funds of the Gallery. 
The accounts of the Foundation are not included in the accompanying 
financial statements. Funds from the Foundation are given to the Gallery 
when approved by the independent Board of Trustees of the Foundation. 


During the year, the Foundation contributed $634,000, and $43,000 
respectively to the Operating and Acquisition Funds of the Gallery. In 
1995, $483,000 and $27,000 respectively, were contributed to the 
Operating and Acquisition Funds. 


3. Bank Loans 


The Gallery has two lines of credit, one for operating purposes and one 
to finance the Stage Ill Expansion. 


The line of credit for operating purposes is a $4.5 million revolving demand 
loan bearing interest at the prime lending rate plus one quarter percent. 


The line of credit for the Stage Ill Expansion is a $15 million non- 
revolving demand loan, repayable in full on or before September 30, 1996, 
with an interest rate of prime plus one percent. As at March 31, 1996, 
the Gallery has not yet completed arrangements to repay or refinance 
the indebtedness. 


Interest expenses for the Operating Fund and Stage Ill Expansion 
are respectively $31,000 (1995 - $10,000) and $1,363,000 (1995 - 
$1,284,000). 


4. Pension Plan 


The Gallery maintains a pension plan which covers substantially all of its 
employees. The plan provides retirees with pension benefits based on 
previous contributions or on the greater of length of service and the last 
five years of earnings. The most recent actuarial reports were prepared 
as of December 31, 1993, based on management's best estimates of 
employee compensation levels, turnover, retirement rates, mortality, infla- 
tion and investment returns. Based on these estimates, the present value 
of the accrued pension benefits as at December 31,1995 is projected to 
be approximately $6,210,000. The net assets available as at December 
31, 1995 to provide these benefits is approximately $7,493,000. 
Pension expense for the year was $278,000 (1995 - $123,000). As at 
March 31, 1996, there have been no significant changes in the Gallery’s 
obligation or the value of assets available to meet these obligations. 


5. Income Tax 
The Gallery is a registered non-profit organization under the Income Tax 
Act and is exempt from income tax. 


6. Statement of Changes in Financial Position 


A separate statement of changes in financial position is not presented 
as cash flows from operating, investing and financing activities are con- 
tained in the other financial statements. 


7. Stage Ill Expansion 


The Gallery completed the Stage Ill building program in 1993. During 
the year certain additional costs were incurred. The total cost of the 
project including interest expense is $63.7 million to the end of 
March 1996. 


At March 31, 1996, the Gallery had received $45.9 million including 
grants, donations and interest income. In addition, pledges made by the 


private sector toward the Stage Ill Expansion project payable in 1996/97 
and subsequent years amount to approximately $2.7 million. These 


outstanding pledges are not recorded in the financial statements.

9. Fund Transfers 


During the year, $238,000 was transferred from the Operating Fund 

to the Volunteer Fund, being 50 percent of the net profits of the Retail Joint 
Venture. $412,600 was transferred from the Volunteer Fund to the 
Operating Fund, as support for Gallery Programs. $15,000 was transferred 
from the Volunteer Fund to Acquisitions in support of purchase of works 
of art. $77,000 was transferred from Acquisitions to the Operating Fund 
for expense reimbursement. 


School Programs 

The Gallery continues to attract school groups from the Early Years (Kindergarten to 
grade three) through to the Specialization Years (grades ten to OAC). Programs range from 
gallery tours of the collection and special exhibitions to studio activities. All programs 
reflect new directions and priorities in education in Ontario today and encourage the 


integration of the arts in all subject areas. 


Professional Development for Teachers 

Teacher education programming is a vital and essential aspect of all school programs. 
Programs this past year included professional development workshops for in-service 
teachers, as well as training for pre-service teachers enrolled in the Faculty of Education 
at the University of Toronto. In addition, the development of education resource mate- 
rials for in-class use, which provide pre-visit and follow-up activities, complemented our 
teacher training activities and enhanced the quality of the students’ visits. Our Web site 
provided a new means for educators to access information about programs and obtain 


resource materials. 


Film and Video 
In 1995/96 the Gallery co-presented hundreds of films in Jackman Hall, working primar- 
ily with Cinematheque Ontario, but also with many community groups, including the 
Toronto Film Society, the Toronto Jewish Film Society, the Lesbian and Gay Film and 
Video Festival of Toronto, the Images Festival of Independent Film and Video, Moving 
Pictures — The Festival of Dance on Film and Video, and others. 

The Gallery’s popular Friday noon-hour film series continued, drawn from the 
Edward P. Taylor Audio-Visual Centre’s collection of films and tapes on art and artists. 

The Gallery’s commitment to film and video as an art form was also demonstrated 
by the following exhibitions in the Film and Video Gallery: Colin Campbell: Early 
Tapes, 18/100: Steve Reinke’s the Hundred Videos and Everyday Objects: Videotapes by 
Martha Rosler.” In collaboration with Cinematheque Ontario, the Gallery launched The 
Independents, a free ongoing program that celebrates independent film and video produc- 


tion in Canada and abroad, held in the Henry White Kinnear Education Theatre. 
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Performance by Opera Atelier 
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Live Performances 

The Gallery offers regular live performances throughout the year. Recent highlights 
included presentations of classical music with the Royal Conservatory of Music, the 
Canadian Chamber Academy and Opera Atelier. Performances of jazz and improvisation- 
al music were also presented throughout the year. Guests included Morgonn, Joe Sealy, 
Archie Alleyne, Wray Downes, Don Thompson, Ken Skinner, James Pett, Herbie Spanier 
and others. Dance performances form part of the Gallery’s ongoing series of live perfor- 
mances. In 1995/96 presenters included Opera Atelier, Lois Macaulay, Michelle Silagy, 
OMO Dance Co., Debbie Wilson Dance Projects, the Toronto School of Classical and 


Contemporary Dance Youth Ensemble and others. 


Anne Tanenbaum Gallery School 
Expanding upon a 65-year tradition, the Gallery School continued to grow this year offer- 
ing adults new daytime programs and children new courses in photography, and new 
media technology with Hi8mm digital video and sound production. Over 80 registered 
classes offered students of all ages unique experiences with the creative process, combin- 
ing Canada’s most spectacular studio space with study of the Gallery’s collections. This 
year the Gallery School was a recipient of the $25,000 Volunteer Committee Bursary 
Trust, which allowed talented secondary school students ages 15-18 years greater access 
through financial assistance. Further sponsorships included Grafix Discount Fine Art 
Supplies and Crayola. 

To complete a full programming schedule, the Gallery hosted special lectures, films, 
concerts and event programming, including the Art & Environment workshop with stu- 
dents from York University, summer Opera Atelier performances and “Artistree,” a spe- 


cialized day of art experiences for several regional Boards of Education. 


Sunday Studio 
A critical and popular component to the growing family programs, this open studio pro- 
gram of the Anne Tanenbaum Gallery School is open to people of all ages each Sunday 


afternoon, and was also offered during the annual March Break Spring Studio.

Edward P. Taylor Research Library and Archives 
The Art Gallery of Ontario houses Toronto’s premier art research facility. The library’s 
collection includes 103,450 books and art catalogues, 1,340 journal titles, 2,940 micro- 
form and multimedia titles, and 40,000 documentation files. The library also maintains 
the Gallery’s archives, including the institution’s historical records and Canadian art man- 
uscripts. In 1995/96 over 14,500 readers used the collections, while staff responded to 
over 8,400 requests from off-site users. 

This year marked the inauguration of a purchase fund dedicated to the acquisition of 
contemporary art documentation. Generously sponsored by Morey and Jennifer Chaplick, 


this fund is a first for a Canadian museum library. 


Marvin Gelber Print and Drawing Study Centre 

The Gallery’s collection of more than 12,000 works on paper can be seen and studied by 
members of the public in the Marvin Gelber Print and Drawing Study Centre. The centre 
hosts classes from universities, community colleges, art colleges and other groups by 
request. Demand continues to escalate; since the centre opened in 1993, attendance has 
doubled each year. During the past year, over 2,000 individuals visited the centre. 

In 1995/96 the “Close Encounters” series met with great success, combining lively 
discussions, intimate viewing of works in the collection, and hands-on activities in the 
Anne Tanenbaum Gallery School. 

The Study Centre has an active corps of 15 dedicated volunteers. During 1995/96, 
the volunteers assisted with key projects in the centre, supervised group access, organized 
open houses and instituted a successful “open door” program, welcoming the public on 


Wednesday afternoons. 


Photographic Resources 

The Gallery provides a large selection of photographs, slides and ektachromes of its col- 
lection and special exhibitions for research, study and purchase. This collection of photo- 
graphic images serves as a valuable resource for historians, teachers, students, artists and 


publishers.

Marvin Gelber Print and Drawing Study Centre 
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Volunteers 


More than 900 volunteers strengthen the institution’s operation in virtually every domain. 
Throughout the year volunteers provided an estimated 107,887 work hours to the Gallery, 


representing nearly $3 million of donated labour. 


Volunteer Committee’s 50th Anniversary 
September 1995 marked the 50th anniversary of the Gallery’s Volunteer Committee. This 


occasion was celebrated with the public through a number of special events: 


An Eye for the Unexpected: The Volunteer Committee’s 50th Anniversary Exhibition 

This exhibition featured 10 of the 237 works purchased during the past 50 years for the 
Gallery’s collection by the Volunteer Committee. The exhibition was enhanced by a cross- 
word puzzle for use by visitors to the exhibition, and the publication of a list of all art 


works acquired for the Gallery by the Volunteer Committee. 


Bust of Harriette Dixon Boulton Smith 

The unveiling of a replica of the bust of Harriette Dixon Boulton Smith in George Weston 
Hall marked the recognition of Mrs. Boulton Smith as the first donor to the Gallery with 
the bequest of her home in 1909 to the Art Museum of Toronto. 


30 Years - Art and People Together 
This Art Rental and Sales Gallery exhibition featured artists who have exhibited in the Art 


Rental and Sales Gallery since its beginnings. 


The OH!Canada Project 

During The OH!Canada Project, 250 additional volunteers were recruited as “meeters 
and greeters,” facilitators in the exhibition and assistants in the retail and satellite shops. 
The Volunteer Committee also funded The OH!Canada Project self-guide for schools and 


provided financial support for students from inner-city schools to visit the exhibition. 


Retail 

The Gallery Shop is operated as a joint venture by the AGO and the Volunteer Committee. 
Volunteers are actively involved in every aspect of the shop’s operation, including staffing 
and product selection in the Book, Gift, Jewellery and Reproduction departments, as well 
as the Art Rental and Sales Gallery. All proceeds support the AGO and Volunteer 


Committee activities. 


Travel AGO/Gallery Hopping 

In order to increase Gallery membership and raise funds, the Volunteer Committee orga- 
nizes trips focused on art and architecture. Travel AGO organized visits to Paris, the West 
Country in England, Chicago, The Agawa Canyon and Malaysia. Gallery Hopping 
offered members short trips to New York City and Buffalo, and to galleries, churches and 


private collections in southern Ontario. 


Support to Gallery Programs and Services 
The Volunteer Committee donated $400,000 in 1995/96 for programming support. In 
addition to this financial support, the Volunteer Committee also provided the following 


programming assistance: 


— Daily gallery talks for visitors; tours for adult, school and special needs groups; the 
“Ask Me” program in the contemporary galleries. 

— Operation of The Grange and its programs, including tours for adults and children, the 
fund-raising lecture series “Discourse and Desserts,” and “An Evening of Heavenly 
Sounds.” 

— A bursary to three students in the advanced school program of the Anne Tanenbaum 
Gallery School. 

— Assistance for special activities during the year, including Spring Break, Kidsummer 
and corporate events. 

— Assistance in the operation of the Libby and Blair MacAulay Membership Centre, 
Dr. Mariano Elia Hands On Centre, and the Marvin Gelber Print and Drawing Study 


Centre.
